Text of President’s Message 
Read to Congress Today 


LLOWING is the text of President Wilson’s annual message to 
Congress, which, because of Mr. Wilson's illness, was read in 


both houses by the clerks: 

“Tf sincerely regret that I can- 
not be present at the opening 
of this session of the Congress. 
l am thus prevented from pre- 
senting in as direct 2 way as ! 
could wish the many questions 
that are pressing for solution at 
this time. Happily, I have had 
the advantage of the advice of 
the heads of the several execu- 
tive departments who have Kept 
in close touch with affairs in 
their detail, and those thought- 
ful recommendations I earnestly 
second. 

‘In the matter of the railroads 
and the readjustment of their 
affairs growing out of Federal 
control, I shall take the liberty 
ata later day of addressing you. 
Recommends Budget System. 

“FT hope that Congress will 
bring to a conclusion at this ses- 
sion legislation looking to the es- 
tablishment of a budget system. 
That there should be one single 
authority ‘responsible for the 
making of all appropropriations 
and that appropriations should 
be made not independently 
of each other, but, with reference 
to one single comprehensive 
plan of expenditure properly re- 
lated to the nation’s income, 
there can be no doubt. I believe 
the burden of preparing the bud- 
get must, in the nature of the 
case, if the work is to be prep- 
erly done and responsibility con- 
centrated, instead of divided, 
rest upon the executive. The 
budget so prepared should be 
submitted to and approved or 
amended by a single committee 
of each House of Congress, ex- 
cept such as may have been in- 
cluded in the budget -prepared 
by the executive or added by the 
particular committee’ of Con- 
gress charged with the budget 
legislation. 

“Another and not less’ im- 
portant aspect of the problem is 
the ascertainment of the econo- 
my and efficiency with which 
the monevs appropriated are ex- 
pended. Under existing law the 
only audit is for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether expendi- 
tures have been lawfully made 
within the appropriations. No 
one is authorized or equipped to 
ascertain whether the money 
has been spent wisely, econom- 
icall¥ and effectively. The au- 
ditors should be highly trained 
officials with permanent fenufe 
in the treasury department, free 
of obligations to or motivés of 
consideration for this or any 
subsequent administration, and 
authorized and empowered to 
examine into and make report 
upon the methods employed 
and the results obtained by the 
executive departments of the 
Government. Their reports 
should be made to the Congress, 
and to the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury. x 

‘“T trust that the Congress will 
give its immediate consideration 
to the problem-of future taxa- 
tion. Simplification of the in- 
come and profits taxes has be- 
come an immediate necessity. 
These taxes performed indispen- 
sable service during the war. 
They must, however, be simpli- 
fied, not only to save the tax- 
payer inconventence and ex- 
pense, but in order that his lia- 
bility may be made certain and 
definite. 

Discusses Income Taxes. 

“With reference to the details 
of the revenue law, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and the 
Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue will lay before you for your 
consideration certain amend- 
ments necessary or desirable in 
connection with the administra- 
tion gf the law-—recommenda- 
tions which have my approval 
and support. It is of the utmost 
importance that in dealing with 
this matter the present law 
should not be disturbed so far 
as regards taxes for the calen- 
dar vear of 1920, payable in the 
calendar year 1921. 

‘The Congress might well 
consider whether the higher 
rates of income and profits taxes 
can in peace times be effective- 
ly productive of revenue and 
whether they may not, on the 
contrary, be destructive of busi- 
ness activity and productive of 
waste and inefficiency. There is 
a point at which im peace times 
high rates of income and profits 
taxes discourage energy, remove 
the incentive to new enterprise, 
encourage extravagant expendi- 
tures and produce industrial 
stagnation with consequent un- 
employment and other attendant 
evils. ‘ 

“The problem is not an easy 
one. A fundamental change has 
taken place with reference to 
the position of America in the 
world’s affairs. The prejudice 
and passions engenderad by dec- 
ades of controversy between 
two schools of political and 
economic thought—the one be- 
lievers in protection of Ameri- 
can industries, the other believ- 
ers in tariff for revenue only-— 
must be subordinated tp the sin- 
gle congideration of the public 
interes? in the light of utterly 


trieson American securities held 
abroad, the expenditures of 
American travelers abroad and 
the ocean freight charges she 
bad to pay to others, about bal- 
anced the value of her pre-war 
favorable balance of trade. Dur- 
ing the war America’s exports 
have been ' greatly stimulated, 
and increased prices have in- 
creased their value. On the oth- 
er hand, she has purchased a 
large proportion of the Ameri- 
can securities previously held 
abroad, ha®S“loaned some _ $§39.,- 
900,000,000 to foreign Govern- 
ments, and has built her own 
ships. 

How Conditions Have Changed. 

“Our favorable balance of 
trade has thus been greatly in- 
creased and Europe has been 
deprived of the means of meet- 
ing it heretofore existing. Eu- 
rope can have only three ways 
of meeting the favorable bal- 
ance of trade in peace times: 
By imports into this country of 
gold or of goods, or by estab- 
lishing new credits. kLurope is 
in mo position at the present 
time to ship gold to us nor 
could we contemplate large fur- 
ther imports of gold into this 
country syithout concern. The 
time has nearly passed for tIn- 
ternational governmental loans 
and it will take time to develop 
in this country a market for for- 
eign securities, Anything, 
therefore, Which would tend to 
prevent foreign countries from 
settling for our exports by ship- 
ments of goods into this coun- 
try could only have the effect 
of preventing them from pay- 
ing for our exports and there- 
fore of preventing the exports 
from being made. The produc- 
tivity of the country, greatly 
stimulated by the war must fi 
an outlet by exports to forei 
countries and any measures 
taken to prevent imports will 
inevitably curtail exports, force 
curtailment of production, load 
the banking machinery of the 
country with credits to carry 
unsold products and produce in- 
dustrial stagnation and tnem- 
ployment. If we want to sell, 
we miust be prepared to buy. 
Whatever, therefore may have 
been our views during the per- 
Lod of growth of American busi- 
ness concerning tariff legisila- 
tion we must now adjust our 
own economie life to a changed 
condition growing out of the 
fact that American business is 
full grown and that America is 
the greatest capitalist in the 
world. .. 

“No policy of 
satisfy the growing 
opportunities of America. 
provincial standards and poli- 
cies of the past, which have 
held American business as if in 
a straitjacket, must yield and 
give way to the needs and exig- 
encies of the new day in which 
we live, a day full of hope and 
promise for American business, 
if we will but take advantage of 
the opportunities that are ours 
for the asking. The recent war 
has ended our isolation and 
thrown upon us a great duty 
and responsibility. The United 
States must share the expand- 
ing world market. The United 
States desires for itself only 
equal opportunity with the oth- 
er nations of the world,. and 
that through the process. of 
friendly co-operation and air 
competition the legitimate in- 
tereats of the nations concerned 
may be successfully and equita- 
bly adjusted. 

Renews Recommendations. 

“There are other matters of 
importance upon which T urged 
action at the last session of 
Congress which are still press- 
ing for solution. I am sure it 
is not necessary for me again to 
remind. vou that there is one 
immediate and very practicable 
question resulting from the war 
which we should meet in the 
most liberal spirit. It is a mat- 
ter of recognition and relief to 
our soldiers. I can do no bette: 
than to quote from my last 
message urging this very ac- 
tion: 

“We must sec to it that our re- 
turning soldiers are assisted in 
every practicable way to find the 
places for which they are fitted 
in the dally work of the country 
This can be done by deveioping 
and maintaining upon an ade- 
quate scale the admirable organ- 
igation created by the Depart- 
ment of Labor for placing men 
seeking work: and it n also 
be done, in at least one very 
great field, by creating new op- 
portunities for individual enter- 
prise.

Our complete 
dependence upon German sup- 
plies before the war made the 
interruption of trade a cause of 
exceptional economic § disturb- 
ance. The close relation between 
the manufacture of dyestuffs, 
on the one hand, and of explos- 
ives and poisonous gases on the 
other, moreover, has given the 
industry an exceptional signifi- 
cance and value. Although the 
United States will gladly and un- 
hesitatingly join in the program 
of international disarmament, it 
will, nevertheless, be a policy of 
obvious prudence to make cer- 
tain of the successful mainten- 
ance of many atrong and well- 
equipped chemical plants. The 
German che al industry, with 
which we will be brought into 
competition, was and may well 
be again a thoroughly knit mo- 
nopoly capable of exercising a 
competition of a peculiarly in- 
Sidious and dangerous kind."’ 


Legislation for Farmers. 


' “During the war the farmer 
performed a vital. and willing 
Service to the nation. By ma- 
,terially increasing the produc- 
tion of his land, he supplied 
America and the allies with the 
increased amounts of food nec- 
essary to keep their immense 
armies in the field. He indis- 
pensably helped to win the war. 
But there is now scarcely less 
need of increasing the produce- 
tion in food and the necessarie: 
of life. I ask the Congress to 
consider means of encouraging 
effort along these lines. The 
importance of doing everything 
possible to promote production 
Slong economical lines, to im- 
prove marketing and to make 
rural life more atfractive and 
healthful, is obvious. I would 
urge approval of the plans al- 
ready proposed to the Congress 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
to secure the essential facts re- 
quired for the proper study of 
this question, through the pro- 
posed enlarged programs for 
farm management studies and 
crop estimates. I would urge, 
also, the continuance of Fed- 
eral participation tn the build- 
ing of good roads, under the 
terms of existing law and under 
the direction of present agencies: 
the need of further action on the 
part of the states and the Fed- 
¢ral Government to preserve and 
develop our forest resources, es- 
pecially through the practice of 
better forestry methods on pri- 
vate holdings and the extension 
of the publicly owned forests: 
better support for country 
schools and the more definite di- 
rection of their courses of study 
along lines related to rural prob- 
lems; and fuller provision for 
Sanitation in rural districts and 
the building up of needed hos- 
pital and medical facilities in 
these localities. Perhaps the 
way might be cleared for many 
of these desirable reforms by a 
fresh comprehensive survey 
made of rural conditions by a 
conference composed of repre- 
rentatives of the farmers ar.d of 
the agricultural agencies respon- 
sible for leadership. 


Causes of Unrest. 


“I would call your attention 
to the widespread condition of 
political restlessness in our body 
politics. The causes of this un- 
rest, while various and compli- 
cated, aro superficial rather 
than deep seated. Broadly, they 
arise from or are connected 
with the failure on the part of 
our Government to arrive 
speedily at a just and perman- 
ent peace permitting return to 
normal conditions, from the 
transfusion of radical theories 
from seething European cen- 
ters pending such delay, from 
heartless profiteering resulting 
in the increase of the cost of 
living, and lastly from the ma- 
chinatione of passionate and 


malevolent agitators. With tho’ 


return to normal conditions, t 
unrest will rapidly disa 
In the meantime, it doer 
evil. It seems to-me that in 
dealing with t situation Con- 
gress shou) t be impatient or 
drastic, but should seek rather 
to remove the causes. It should 
endeavor to bring our country 
back speedily to a peace basis, 
with ameliorated living con- 
ditions under the minimum 
personal 
consistent 
with our reconstruction prob- 
And it should arm the 
Federal Government with pow- 
er’ to deal in ite criminal 
with those persons 
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change, however fundamental, 
there must be no interference, 
but towards passion and malevo- 
lence tending to incite crime and 
insurrection under guise of po- 
litical evolution there should be 
no leniency. Legislation to this 
end has been recommended by 
the Attorney-General and should 
be enacted. In this direct connec- 
tion I would call your atten- 
tion to my recommendations on 
Aug. 8, pointing out legislative 
measures which would be effec- 
tive in controlling and bringing 
down the present cost of living, 
which contributes so largely to 
this unrest. On only one of these 
recommendations has the Con- 
gress acted. If the Government's 
campaign is to be effective, it is 
necessary that the other steps 
suggested should be acted on at 
once, 
Extension of Food Law. 


“IT renew and strongly urge 
the necessity of the extension of 
the present food control act as to 
the period of time in which it shall 
remain in operation. The At- 
torney-General has submitted a 
bill providing for an extension 
of this act for a period of six 
months. As it now stands it is 
limited in operation to the per- 
iod of the war, and becomes in- 
operative upon the formal proc- 
lamation of peace. It is imper- 
ative that it should be extended 
at once. The Department of 
Justice has built up — extensive 
machinery for the purpose of 
enforcing its provisions; all of 
which must be abandoned upon 
the conclusion of peace unless 
the provisions of this act are 
extended. 


“During this period the Con- 
gress will have an opportunity 
to make similar, permanent 
provisions and regulations with 
regard to all goods destined for 
interstate commerce and to ex- 
clude them from interstate ship- 
ment, if the requirements of the 
law are not complied with. Some 
such regulation is imperatively 
necessary’. The abuses that 
have grown up in the manipula- 
tion of prices by the withhold- 
ing of foodstuffs and other ne- 
cesgaries of life cannot other- 
wise be effectively prevented. 
Theré can be no doubt of either 
the necessity or the legitimacy 
of such measures. As I pointed 
out in my last message, public- 
ity can accomplish a great deal 
in this connection. The aims 
of the Government must be 
clearly brought to the attention 
of the consuming public, civic 
organizations and State offi- 
cials, who are in a position to 
lend their assistance to our ef- 
forts. You have made available 
funds with which to carry on 
this campaign, but there is no 
provision in the law authorizing 
their expenditure for the pur- 

, pose of making the public fully 
informed about the efforts of 
the Government. Specific re- 
commendation has been made 
by the Attorney-General in this 
regard. I would strongly urge 
upon you its immediate adop- 
tion, as it constitutes one of the 
preliminary steps in this cam- 
paign. 

Would Mark Storage Foods. 

“T also renew my recommen- 
dation that the Congress pass a 
law regulating cold storage as 
it is regulated, for example, by 
the laws of the State of New Jer- 
sey, which limit the time during 
which goods may be kept in 
storage, preacribe the method of 
disposing of them if kept beyond 
the permitted period and require 
that goods released from storage 
shall in all cases bear the date 
of their receipt. It would ma- 
terially add ¢4o the servicecabllity 
of the law, for the purpose we 
now have in view, if it were also 
prescribed that all goods re- 
leased from storage for inter- 
state shipment shoull have 
plainly marked upon each pack- 
age the .siling or market price 
at which they went into storage. 
By this means the purchaser 
would always be able to learn 
what profits stood between him 
and the producer or the whole- 
sale dealer. 

“T would also renew my rec- 
ommendation that all goods des- 
tined for interstate commerce 
should in every case, where their 
form or package makes it pos- 
sible, be plainly marked with the 
price at which they left the 
hands of the producer. 

“We should formulate a law 
requiring a Federal license of all 
corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce and embodying 
in the license, or in the condi- 
tions under which it is to be is- 
sued, epecific regulations de- 
signed to secure competitive sell- 
ing and prevent unconscionable 
profits in the method of market- 
ing. Such a law would afford a 
welcome opportunity to effect 
other needed reforms in the 
business of interstate shipment 
and in the methods of corpora- 
tions which are engaged in it: 
but for the nioment I confine 
my recommendations to the ob- 
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ean fai) tu note the absolute 
need of a definite program to 
bring about an improvement in 
the conditiong of labor. There 
can be no agettled conditions 
leading to increased produc- 
tion and a reduction in the cost 
of living if labor and capital 
are to be antagonists, instead of 
partners, Sound thinking and 
an honest desire to serve the in- 
terests of the whole tation, as 
distinguished from the interets 
of a class, must be applied to 
the solution of.this great and 
pressing problem. The faiude of 
other nations to consider this 
matter in a vigorous way has 
produced bitterness and feal- 
ousies and antagonisms, the 
food of radicalism. 

"The only way to keep men 
from agitating against griev- 
ances is to remeve the griev- 
ances. An unwillingness even to 
ciscuss these matters produces 
only dissatisfaction and gives 
comfort to the extreme elements 
in our country which endeavor 
tu stir up disturbances in order 
to provoke governments to em- 
bark upon a course of retalia- 
tion and repression. The seed of 
revolution is repression. The 
remedy for these things must 
not be negative in character. If 
must be constructive. It must 
comprehend the general inter- 
est. The real antidote for the un- 
rest which manifests Itself is not 
suppression,but a deep consider- 
ation of the wrongs that beset 
cur national life and the appli- 
cation of a remedy. 

“Congress has already shown 
its willingness to deal with these 
industrial wrongs by establishing 
the eight-hour day as the stand- 
ard in every field of labor. It 
has sought to find a way to pre- 
vent child labor. It his served 
the whole eountry by leading 
the way_Lin developing the means 
of preserving and safeguarding 
lives and health in dangerous in- 
dustries. It must now help in 
the difficult task of finding a 
method that will bring about a 
genuine democratization of in- 
dustry, based upon the full 
recognition of the right of those 
who work, in whatever rank, to 
parficipate in some organic way 
in every decision which directly 
affects their welfare. It is with 
this purpose in mind that I call- 
ed a conference to meet in 
Washington on Dec. 1, to con- 
sider these problems in all) their 
broad aspects, with the idea! of 
bringing about a better under- 
standing between these two in- 
terests. 


Recognized Rights of Labor. 


“The great unrest throughout 
the world, out of which has 
emerged a demanéd for an immie- 
diate consideration of the diffi- 
culties between capital and la- 
bor, bids us put our own house 
in order. Frankly, there can be 
no permanent and lasting set- 
tlements between capital and 
labor which do not recognize the 
fundamental concepts for which 
labor has been struggling 
through the years. The whole 
world gave its recognition and 
indorsement to these funda- 
mentel purposes in the ieague of 
nations. The statesmen gath- 
ered at Versailles recognized the 
fact that world stability could 
not be had by reverting to in- 
dustrial standards and conditions 
against which the average work- 
man of the world had revolted. 
It is, therefore, the task of the 
statesmen of this new day of 
change :.nd readjustment to rec- 
ognize world conditions and to 
seek to bring about through leg- 
islation conditions that will mean 
the ending of age-long antagon- 
isms between capital and labor 
and that will hopefully lead to 
the building up of a comrade- 
ship which will result not only 
in greater contentment among 
the mass of workmen, but also 
bring about a greater production 
and a greater prosperity to busi- 
ness itself. 


“To analyze the particulars in 
the demands of labor is to ad- 
mit the justice of their complaint 
in many matters that lie at their 
basis. The workman demands an 
adequate wage, sufficient to per- 
mit him to live in comfort, un- 
hampered by the fear of pov- 
erty and want in his.old age. He 
demands the right to liveand the 
right to work amongst sanitary 
surroundings, both !n home and 
in workshop, surroundings that 
develop and do not retard his 
own health and well being; and 
the right to provide for his chil- 
dren's wants in the matter of 
health and education. In other 
words, it is his desire to niake 
the conditions of his life and the 
lives of those dear to him fol- 
erable and easy to bear. 


Necessity for Action. 

“The establishment of the 
principles regarding labor laid 
down in the covenant of the 
league of nations offers us the 
way to industrial peace and 
conciliation. No other road lies 
open to us. Not to pursue this 
one is longer to invite enmities, 
bitterness and antagonisms 
which in the end, only lead to 
industrial and social disaster. 
The unwilling workman is nota 
profitable servant. An emplore 
whose industrial life is hedged 
about by hard and unjust condi- 
tions, which he did not create 
and over which he has no con- 
trol, lacks that fine spirit of en- 
thusiasm and volunteer effort 
which are the necessary ingre- 
dients of a great producing en- 
tity. Let us be frank about this 
‘olemn matter. 

“The evidences of world-wide 
unrest which manifest them- 
selves in violence throughout 
the world bid us pause and con- 
sider the means to be found to 


_ 


holding the remedy” Is it not 
the business of stat-smen to 
(reat these manifestations of un- 
rest which meet us on every 
hand as evidences of an eco- 
nomic disorder and to apply 
constructive remedies wherever 
necessary, being sure that in 
the application of the remedy 
we touch not the vital tissues 
of our industrial and economic 
life? There can be no reces- 
sion of the tide of unrest until 
constructive instrumentalities 
are set up to stem that tide. 


Tabor Not a Commodity. 

“Covernments must recognize 
the right of men collectively to 
bargain for humane objects that 
have at their base the mutual 
protection and welfare of those 
engaged in all industries. Labor 
must not be longer treated as a 
commodity. It must be regard- 
ed as the activity of human be- 
ings, possessed of deep yearn- 
ings and desires. The business 
man gives his best thought to 
the repair and geplenishment of 
his machinery, so that its use- 
fulness will not be impajred and 
its power to produce may al- 
wars be at its height and kept 


in full vigor and motion. No less 
regard ought to be paid to the 
human machine, which, after 
all, propels the machinery of the 
world and is the great dynamic 
force that lles back of all indus- 
ry and progress. Return to the 
old standards of wage and in- 
dustry in employment are un- 
thinkable. 

“The terrible tragedy of war 
which has just ended and which 
has brought the world to the 
verge of chaos and disaster 
would be in vain if there 
should ensue a return to. the 
conditions of the past. Europe 


itself, whence has come the un- 
rest which now holds the world 
at bay, is an example of stand- 
pattism in these vital human 
matters which America might 
well accept as an example, not 
to be followed, but studiously to 
be avoided. Europe made labor 
the differential, and the price of 
it all is enmity and antagonism 
and prostrated industry. The 
right of labor to live in peace 
and comfort must be recognized 
by Governments, and America 
should be the first to lay the 
foundation stones upon which 
industrial peace shall be built. 
“Labor not only is entitled to 
an adequate wazes, but capital 
should receive a reasonable re- 
turn upon its investment and is 


entitled to protection at the 
hands of the Government in 
every emergency. No Govern- 
ment worthy of the name can 
‘play’ these elements against 
each other, for there is a mutu- 
ality of interest between them 
which the Government must 
seek to express ane safeguard 
at all cost.

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‘ LABOR TODAY AND YESTERDAY. 

In these days of industrial turbulence it is intere| 
esting to advert to some of the old Anglo-Saxon prin- 
ciples and practices guiding the relations of employer | 
and employe under conditions which must have borne | 
some analogy to the present. 

The right to labor and to trade, to earn one’s v= | 
ing in any lawful manner, and to be protected in that | 
right, is of very early origin in Anglo-Saxon law. It | 
is confirmed in Magna Charta in the declaration that | 
“no free man shall be deprived of his freehold or | 
of his liberties or of his free customs.” And com-'| 
plementary to the right all power was denied to the | 
courts to compel the carrying out of a contract fors. 
personal service; and to this day a man who breaks: 
a contract is liable only in damages. He cannot be| 
compelled to work. 

In these early times, as at present, guilds or asso- 
ciations, both of merchants or employers and of 
employes in trades, existed, and while protected in| 


their chartered liberties were forbidden to engage in re- 


straints of trade or boycotts. The first statute against 
such conspiracies was passed in 1305. In 1360 another | 
statute dealt-specifically with ‘all alliances and co- | 
vins between masons, carpenters, thatchers, etc.,”’ or: 
between guilds. In 1436 “all bylaws in restraint of 
trade” were declared unlawful and void; and “no 
guilds or corporations shall make unlawful ordinances 
as to the price of their wares for their own profit and 
to the common hurt of the people.” 

The growing power of trade uhfons is reflected in 
a statute of 1503 to the effect if a man is deprived 
of his rights in such union no bylaw of the union 
may prevent his appealing to the courts.

Evidently nof, since their capaci- 
ty seldom could have served that purpose and 
almost never any sign of grain, not a very 
perishable thing in that country, found in a 
tower. Walter Fewkes has gone into the mat- 
ter thoroughly for the Government, and he 
frankly admits ignorance of why almost every 
community of that period, whether in the cliffs 
or the pueblos, built these beautiful towers. 
They had a significance as yet undiscovered to 
us, says this eminent archeologist, who first re- 
spects everybody's opinion and then gives it up. 
It amuses one to learn that a prior culture 
could enjoy something past subsequent finding 
out. We pry so into whatever one another has. 
feels or thinks until even in so long a time as 
eternity there is no privacy left. Possibly the 
towers of the cliff dwellers and pueblo build- 
ers were an anticipation of our own appear- 
ance among those cliffs and canyons in pursuit 
of our checking-up system. Maybe those peo- 
ple did not want to be checked up in every re- 
spect.
